WASHINGTON, Apg. 28.— (IP}— 


Ralph K. Davles, acting petroleum 
co-ordinator, announced today that 
gasoline supplies for filling sta- 
tions in the East would be reduced 
15 per cent In September compared 
with July. 


Davles' testimony opened a sen- 


ate Investigation of threatened oil 
shortages. 
He presented a mass 


of figures which he said showed 
that the Eastern coast faced an ac- 
tual shortage of both gasoline and 
oil for heating and industry this 
winter. 


The east coast faced a deficit of 


27,800,000 barrels of petroleum pro- 
ducts during the last four months 
of this year, Davies testified. He 
said the reduction in gasoline sup- 
plies to filling stations would help 
meet thli shortage. 


If present methods fall to elim- 


inate danger of shutdowns for In- 
dustry and home heating plants, 
Davles said officials were ready to 
operate a rigid rationing plan. But 
he added they hoped to avoid such 
drastic action. 


Davles flatly disputed rumors he 


said had been circulated that the 
shortage "is being played up to 
foster war 
psychology; that 
a 


shortage has been created artific- 
ially to assure passage of a pipe- 
line bill" or that a shortage of gas-

CAUCASUS JOINT FIGHTING FRONT 


By DeWITT MACKENZIE. 
Another Anglo-Russian sensation 


of the near future lit likely to be 
the creation of a joint fighting 
front in the Caucasus, or »o it 
seems to me—a move which will 
be hastened if the Germans contin- 
ue to advance eastward along- the 
coast of the Black Sea. 


The Nazi threat is emphasized In 
the report from, Berlin today that 
the. Invaders have captured the In- 
dustrial railway center of Zaporo- 
zhe, east of the lower Dnieper 
River. 
The significance of this 
lies In the fact that Hitler's troops 
should have effected a crossing of 
this great stream in sufficient force 
to take a big city. 
The 
establishment of a joint 
front Is logical strategy In view of 
the allied occupation of Iran (Per- 
sia) which gives the British an 
open road Into Russia. That left 
flank of the Soviet defenses, run- 
ning through the Caucasus between 
the Black Sea and the Caspian, 
must be protected at all hazards. 
The reasons are these: 


1. First off, Persia is the key- 
stone for control of the whole Near 
East and Middle East. It would 
be a disaster for the allies If Hit- 
ler got It. 
2. The Russians must hold the 
ports on the east coast of the 
Black .Sea/unless they are to lose 
controV of that vital • water, 'alto-" 
gather. 


S. Since the Causasun is the 
gateway into Persia, and thence 
to the open sea, it's one of Rus- 
sia's lifelines, and may become the 
chief route for supplies from Am- 
erica and other sources. 


4. The Caucasus also provides 
a door to Turkey, and It is essen- 
tial from the allies standpoint that 
the Turks shouldn't come under 
Hitler's domination.

COUNTY BUDGET HELD 


BY COMMISSIONERS 


TENTATIVE 
FIGURES ARE 


PRESENTED BY AUDITOR 


E. Y. CUNNINGHAM 


A public hearing on the proposed 


1942 budget for Navarro county 
expenditures was held by the com- 
missioners court in 
the 
county 


courtroom Wednesday morning. A 
number of persons discussed vari- 
ous points and items In the sub- 
mitted tentative budget as pre- 
pared by E. Y. Cunningham, coun- 
ty auditor. 


Under the proposed budget, the 


county tax rate will be three cents 
lower on 
the $100 valuation 
If 


adopted, as compared with the 48 
cents In 1041, 
The reduction, if 


adopted, will b« in the jury fund 
where only three cents tax is to 
be levied this year Instead of six 
cents last year. This' Is possible, 
the auditor pointed . out, because 
of the action of local judges, dis- 
trict and county, not having juries 
on hand much of the time. Most 
of the jury expenditures are In the 
district court as the county court 
jury docket It not often called. 


County Judge E. D. McCormick 


said In the beginning of the hear. 
Ing that the county expenditures 
approximate $300,000 per year. He 
referred to the unsetled condition 
relative to the bond assumption 
question. 


Tax Bate. 


Auditor Cunningham said 
the 


tax rate in 
Consolidated 
Road 


District No. 1 with the bond as- 
sumption would be 28 cents, and 
$1.22 without. Road district 3 will 
be 20 cents with assumption, 30 
cents without; district 5, 50 Cunts 
with assumption, 61 cents with- 
out; district 8 will be 80 cents with 
assumption, $1.00 without; district 
12 will be 70 cents with assumption 
$1.20 without; district 14 will be 
10 cents with assumption and $1 
without. 
Other districts will re- 


main the same as the state is not 
participating In those payments. 


The budget has ben prepared 


double in that portion relating to 
road districts, and the higher levy 
will be adopted unless the Legisla- 
ture meets and passes the assump- 
tion regulations not later 
than 


Sept. 13. 


Assessed Valuation. 


The general fund esltmate was 


at $65,800, based on $19,800,000 as- 
sesses valuation. 
Various items 


In the proposed expenditures were 
discussed later. 


The 2-cent levy for permanent 


Improvement will net $3,200. 
The road and bridge fund of 15 


cents, plus auto registrations, was 
listed at $117,015.51, with precinct 
1 allocated $31,711.60, or 29 per 
cent, and the three other precincts 
at $25,897'50. 
The 
expenditures 


for labor, material, etc were set 
out. 


The receipts for the salary fund 


for 1942 were estimated at $72,225. 
Last year, that fund netted $74,534 
the auditor said.

IS NECESSARY MAKE 
FAIR GROUNDS SAFE 


SUGGESTIONS FROM STATE 
HEALTH AUTHORITIES DE- 
SIGNED TO PROTECT HEALTH 


AUSTIN, Aug. 26.—(Special)—Dr. 


George W. Cox, state health offi- 
cer, calls attention to tho fact that 
fair grounds that have been lying 
idle during the greater part of the 
year are now taking on activity as 
they aro being made ready for fall 
festivities. 


Community and county fairs may 


present many health hazards when 
tho standards of good sanitation 
are not properly maintained. Civic 
authorities and community leaders 
should give careful consideration 
to tho following suggestions which 
arc designed to protect the health 
of those who visit the fair, 


1. Any water supply available for 


drinking or culinary purposes on 
the fair grounds should be of a 
safe sanitary quality. 


2. Any water found unsafe for 


human 
consumption 
on 
t h e 


grounds should be either eliminat- 
ed or purified by a process recom- 
mended by the state department 
of health or should be kept posted 
with placards definitely warning 
persons against its use. 


3. Inspect proof pit privies or 


water flush toilets with a system 
of sewage disposal approved by the 
state health department should bo 
provided and should be maintained 
in a clean and sanitary condition. 
Separate installations for men and 
for women should be provided to 
adequately accommodate all per- 
sons attending or using the fair 
grounds. 


Insects and Undents. 


4. Supervision 
and 
equipment 


sufficient to prevent littering of 
the grounds with rubbish, garbage, 
or other refuse should be-provided 
and maintained. Insect and rodent

(Continued Frew Pase One.} 
that the wheels of the German war 
machine may go dry for lack of 
lubricants. 
The sending of such an expedi- 
tionary force into the Caucasus 
may be the first major assistance 
the British will give tho Kedfl on 
land.

Now the creation of a worth- 
while diversion is easier said than 
done. Most military experts hold 
that it would be foolhardy for Brit- 
ain to attempt an Invasion of West- 
ern Europe while tho Nazis remain 
so strong. It would be silly to be- 
lieve that the astute German high 
command has overlooked the-possl- 
bllity of such a move and left it- 
self unprotected along the English 
Channel. 


Might Result In Castropho, 
A British attempt at a major 
landing might result in utter ca- 
tastrophe. Raids of moderate size 
can be carried out, of course, and 
ultimately the grand invasion can 
and will be attempted if Hitler is 
sufficiently weakened to make the 
attempt feasible. 


Here we may well note that we 
have a rather unusual situation in 
the alliance between Britain and 
the Reds. John Bull and the Rus- 
sian. Bear make strange bedfel- 
lows. It is an ironic circumstance 
that it was the Bolshevists who 
greased the wheels of Hitler's war 
chariot by signing the non-aggres- 
sion pact with him. 
Thon 
the 


Muscovites rendered the fuehrer 
both moral and material support 
until he turned on them. 


Thus it's 
safe to assume that 
while the British naturally will do 
all possible to aid Russia to the 
mutual 
benefit 
of the alliance, 


neither sentimental nor political 
motives will enter into the trans- 
actions. What I mean is, tho Brit- 
ish aren't likely to do for the Bol- 
shevists what.they did for Greece 
when, to make good their bond, 
they sent a military- expedition, 
knowing full well that it must meet 
defeat, barring unexpected help 
from Olympus.

HOT WEATHER TIPS 
ON CARE OF FOODS 


'•' 
FOR FAMILY USE 


COLLEGE STATION, Aug; 28.— 


(SpU—Keeping the family's food 
supply in good condition is more 
difficult than usual these hot sum- 
mer days when things spoil easily. 
To help homemakers protect and 
conserve the food they have on 
hand, Grace I. .Neely, Extension 
Service specialist in food preserva- 
tion, offers some special hot weath- 
er tips. 
Milk, cream and raw meat head 
the list of foods most likely to 
spoil, she says, and all three should 
be kept at a temperature as low 
aa 45 degrees F. Raw meat should 
not ho kept on hand more than 
two or three days at normal re- 
frigerator temperatures, and ground 
meat should not be kept for more 
than 24 to 48 hours. Liver and oth- 
er meat organs should be used the 
same day they arc bought. 
"If you liave a special meat com- 
partment In your refrigerator, keep 
raw meat there," the specialist ad- 
vises. "If you don't have one, take 
the wrapping off your meat as soon 
a* you get home. Then keep It in 
a shallow dish covered with paraf- 
fin paper." 
Since butter picks up odors easily 


It should be kept covered tightly. 
Hard cheese should be wrapped up 
securely in waxed paper, and soft 
cheese should be kept in its ori- 
ginal container, cither tightly cov- 
ered or wrapped. 
The specialist warns that special 
care should be given to egg dishes, 
since many cases of summer food 
poisoning can be traced to them. 
Eggs should be placed in the refri- 
gerator as soon as they are gather- 
ed and kept there. 
Egg dishes 
should be prepared the same day 
they are to be eaten and kept in 
the refrigerator until serving time.
